He Letters from the Breffan advife, That 
the Germans continue their Forraging 
in that Province, to the great Damage 
of tie Inhabitants of the open Country. 
The Count of Leiningen had given 

Order to his Troops to hold themfelves in a 
Regiment to march; but waited the Return of 
an Officer he had fent to Vienna for the Empe- 
ror’s laft Orders. Mean time it appears he de- 
figns to come towards the Adige, by his having ex- 
tended his Quarters to Limon, towards the upper 
end of the Lake of Garda, within 2 Leagues of Ri- 
va. The arm’d Barks of the French give continual 
Alarms to the Quarters cf the Germans that are near 
the Lake, and hinder the Tranfporting of Provifions 
from the Trentin to the Imperial Army. The 
French continue to fortify divers Pofts on the Oglio, 
whither 600 Recruits are come to them.

Brefcia, Match 23. The Imperialifts have made 
themfelves Mafters of the Town and Caftle of Car- 
zago. The French have poffefs’d themfelves of that of 
Brugolo, and have made great Ravages on that fide;

of the Caftle of Lonato, and in order thereto 400 of 
their Grenad’. join’d fome Troops vi.at block’d it 
up; butthey weve oblig’d to deft from this Enter- 
prize, and to retire to Defenzano and their other 
Quarters, .s well becaufe the Venetian Garrifon in 
that Caftle, apvear'd dciermin’d to defend it re- 
folutely, as becau: Intelligence was given them that 
fome Imperia' Troops «vere marching to fuccour it, 
The Count of i. iningen, who has his Head-Quar- 
ters at Srlo, held a great Council cf War there fome 
Days ago epon the Arrival of an Exprefs from the 
Court of Vicana; and the 16th of this Month 
he fent Colonel Zumjungen to meet 2 Regiments of 
Germans that are arriv’d on this fide of Bolzano, 
with Oxdcrs co lead them to the Valley of Polifella, 
on the Frontier of the Veroneze. The Imperialifts 
expect Prince Eugene of Savoy at Salo, by the mid- 
die of next Month.

Bajil, March 29. The Roman Catholick Cantons 
have put off the Affembly they appointed to hold 
among themfelves the 27th of this Month, till the 
Return of the Marquis de Pufieux from the Court of 
France.

The laft Advices from Coire, tell us a con- 
fiderable Number of French and Spanith Troops are

Como; that fome of them are actually working 
very hard in — the Fort of Fuentes, and 
drawing a Line from that Fort along the faid Lake 
to Lecco: Whereupon 3 Deputies of the Garrifons 
are gone to Milan, to demand on what Pretence 
thefe Preparations are made, and to have an Eye to 
the Interefts of their Re oublick.

rable; for the Soldiers are neither paid nor cloath’d, 
nor are the Regiments recruited and kepr full: Thofe 
that ferv’d in the Siege of Veruc, are in a much 
worfe Condition than the reft.
